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Reportof Electric Light Committee. 


At the last March Town Meeting, the Town of Rindge, 
voted to install a municipal electric light plant, in the streets of 
the town, for the distribution of electricity for Commercial and 
Power purposes. 


To start operations, you voted an appropriation of $16,000.00 
for the purpose, and placed the same in the hands of the Electric 
Light Committee, to work in conjunction with the Selectmen, 
to install the work. 


The Electric Light Committee begs to submit to the Town 
the report of its operations during the past year. 


Your committee started at once— 


In the first place, Albert E. Heustis of Fitchburg, Mass, 
was engaged to supervise the work, and assist the committee 
in buying material, furnishing labor, etc, etc.. The committee 
then entered into a contract for five (5) years with the Derry 
Electric Co. of Derry, N. H., to supply electricity for the service 
delivered at the Rindge-Squantum Town Line. | 


The Town then started building a Pole Line through its 
streets, to serve the inhabitants of the town—this part of the 
work can be observed by all of the Town’s people. 

I 

The Line covers, approximately ten miles of Pole line con- 
struction. The building and equipping of a Transformer 
house in the center of the town for the control and distribution 
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of electricity. Ninety-Three, 60 Candle Power street lights have 
been installed, from which revenue is being derived. 


A part of the Pole line is owned entirely by the Town, while 
another part is in joint owner-ship with the Telephone Co. 


The materials and workmanship used in the construction of 
this line, are of the best, and by having the line built properly, 
at first, will save the Town considerable money in the main- 
tainance account. 


The report of your committee includes all money received 
and expended, both for the construction and maintainance of the 
plant to February 1, 1917. Considerable of the money spent 
comes under the head of maintainance, in that you have bought, 
Transformers, Meters, and connected house services, and you 
now have on hand a substantial amount of material, which will 
be sufficient to maintain your line as far as repairs and house 
services go, for some time to come.

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Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I beg to submit the following statements, statistical tables. 
and recommendations as my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. ‘This’ is the thirteenth report under district super- 
vision. } 

From the beginning of the school year I have been impressed 
with the evident desire of your board to have the best schools . 
that local conditions will warrant. ‘The school district appears 
to sustain this attitude with liberal financial support. Your 
per capita cost is larger than is the case in more populous towns. - 
This must necessarily follow where the school population is 
scattered in several small schools and where an effort is made 
to secure a high standard in the teaching force. 

The only comment that I care to offer on the finatieta side | 
of the situation is to call attention to the remarks made by your 
Superintendent in his annual report last year on the matter 
of transportation costs and to add my hearty approval to the 
sentiments expressed by him. I do not believe that it is justice 
to all the pupils of the whole community to expend on trans- 
portation charges for a single pupil an amount more than double ~ 
the average per capita cost for all expenses. I believe that the 
_ district should take some action to remedy this condition, not 
so much for the actual saving of the money cost as for a fairer 
expression of what I hold to be the spirit of the transportation 
problem. 3 

Generally speaking your schools appear to me to be main- 
taining a satisfactory standard. ‘The school at East Rindge is - 
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in excellent condition. The same is true of both schools at the 
‘Center. At West Rindge a few minor problems have arisen. 
It appears to me that there has been, in one or two instances, a 
lack of the proper spirit of cooperation. I believe it would be 
‘to the advantage of this school if this section of the town were 
‘represented on the School Board, and I trust that action looking 
‘to this result may be taken at your annual meeting. 

Owing to an unfortunate defect in the vaccination law two 
pupils who should be in school are debarred. I trust that the 
legislature now in session may remedy this defect so that such a 
‘situation may not again obtain. 

Your school buildings are in reasonably good condition 
except for two features. In the early spring I shall make specific 
recommendations for the improvement of the condition of the 
out-houses and later for the screening of the school-rooms. I 
advise that you provide in your budget a small appropriation 
for these two items. 

I would also call attention to the desirability of something 
being done to improve the appearance of the school grounds. 

- There has been during the past year an advance of about 
one hundred per cent in the cost of supplies. As there is a fairly 
good stock on hand and, as I am trying to buy in large amounts 
in conjunction with the other towns of the district, thus taking 
advantage of the best prices obtainable, I trust that we may not 
find it necessary to ask for a larger appropriation for this item. 

I should suggest that the Board take early action to ob- 
tain a supply of fuel for next winter and thus avoid the condi- 
tions that have been recently encountered. 

I am suggesting.in my report to each of the four school boards 
of the district the question of employing a school nurse. I have 
prepared a bill for presentation to the legislature allowing school 
boards the right to combine in the joint employment of a nurse 
to inspect the schools of several towns and adopt some feasible 
“follow up’ system that will aid in remedying the physical 
defects that may be discovered in the pupils. I look upon this 
as one of the most crying needs of our schools—not specifically 
in this town—but generally. 
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In connection with the schools at the Center I wish to ask 
your consideration of the feasibility of such a readjustment as 
will allow one year of High school work to be done there. The 
two schools as they now exist are small but on the other hand 
are too large to combine as a single school and obtain efficient 
results. I do believe, however, that the first six grades might 
be put into one school without material loss in results. I would 
then suggest that the seventh and eighth grades and a first year 
of high school be combined in one room as a three-year junior 
high school. If we take into consideration the amount that 
the town would be called upon to pay out for high school tuitions 
this arrangement can be put into effect without increasing the 
total cost of the schools, the boys and girls can be kept at home 
for an additional year, efficient results can be obtained and un- 
doubtedly some would get this additional year of schooling who 
would not go away to high school and, in addition, the parents 
would save costs of transportation which are a considerable 
item. I believe that this plan is entirely sound and recommend 
that you give it serious consideration.
